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Laws Relating^to Board of State H^fimW."*""* "^^^^ iJ®"*"^ 

(Section numbers are from General Code.) 

Section 1349. Board of state charities, appointment and term of 
members. There shall be a board of state charities consisting of nine 
members, eight of whom shall be appointed by the governor. Of the 
members so appointed not more than four shall be of the same political 
affiliation or belief. The governor shall be ex-officio a member of the 
board, and each year shall appoint two members of the board, each of 
whom shall serve for a term of four years. A vacancy shall be filled by 
appointment for the unexpired term. (R. S. Sec. 655, as amended April 
28, 1913.) 

Section 1350. Meetings; rules and regulations. The board of 
state charities shall be provided with suitable rooms in the state house 
or elsewhere in the city of Columbus, and shall hold regular meetings 
once each quarter and oftener if necessary. The board may make such 
rules and regulations for its government as it deems proper. (R. S. 
Sec. 656, as amended April 2'8, 1913.) 

Section 135 i. Secretary and expenditures. The governor shall 
be ex-officio president of the board of state charities. Such board may 
appoint a secretary who shall receive such annual salary as the board 
may allow, and his necessary traveling expenses incurred in the discharge 
of his official duties. Such salary and the expenditures of the board, 
certified in such manner as it may provide, shall be paid from the state 
treasury upon the warrant of the auditor of state from funds appro- 
priated for such purposes. (R. S. Sec. 657.) 

Section 1352. Duties of the board. Emplo3niient of visitors. 
The board of state charities shall investigate by correspondence and 
inspection the system, condition and management of the public and pri- 
vate benevolent and correctional institutions of the state and county, and 
municipal jails, work-houses, infirmaries and children's homes, and all 
maternity hospitals or homes, lying-in hospitals, or places where women 
are received and cared for during parturition, as well as all institutiqns 
whether incorporated, private, or otherwise which receive and care for 
children. Officers in charge of such institutions or responsible for the 
administration of public funds used for the relief and maintenance of the 
poor shall furnish the board or its secretary such information as it re- 
quires. The board may prescribe such forms of report and registration 
as it deems necessary. For the purpose of such investigation and to 
carry out the provisions of this chapter it shall employ such visitors as 
may be necessary, who shall, in addition to other duties, investigate the 
care and disposition of children made by institutions for receiving chil-

dren, and by all institutions including within their objects the placing of 
children in private homes and, when they deem it desirable they shall 
visit such children in such homes, and report the result of such inspection 
to the board. The members of the board and such of its executive force 
as it shall designate may attend state and national conferences for the 
discussion of questions, pertinent to their duties. The actual traveling 
.expense so incurred by the members and such of its executive force as it 
shall designate shall be paid as provided by section 1351 of the General 
Code. (R. S. Sec. 656, as amended April 28, 1913.) 

Section 1352-1. Annual examination of institutions; certificate. 
List of certified institutions fiu-nished juvenile coiu-ts. Such board 
shall annually pass upon the fitness of every benevolent or correctional 
institution, corporation and association, public, semi-public or private as 
receives, or desires to receive and care for children, or places children in 
private homes. Annually at such times as the board shall direct, each 
such institution, corporation or association, shall make a report, showing 
its condition, management and competency, adequately to care for such 
children as are, or may be committed to it or admitted therein, the system 
of visitation employed for children placed in private homes, and such 
other facts as the board requires. When the board is satisfied a^ to the 
care given such children, and that the requirements of the statutes cov- 
ering the management of such institutions are being complied with, it 
shall issue to the association a certificate to that effect, which shall con- 
tinue in force for one year, unless sooner revoked by the board. No child 
shall be committed by the juvenile court to an association or institution 
which has not such certificate unrevoked and received within fifteen 
months next preceding the commitment. A list of such certified institu- 
tions shall be sent by the board of state charities, at least annually, to all 
courts acting as juvenile courts and to all associations and institutions so 
approved. Any person who receives children or receives or solicits 
money on behalf of such an institution, corporation or association, not so 
certified, or whose certificate has been revoked, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and fined not less than $5.00 nor more than $500,00 . (Passed 
April 28, 191 3.) 

Section 1352-2. Certificate required before filing articles of in- 
corporation. No association whose object may embrace the care of 
dependent, neglected or delinquent children or the placing of such chil- 
dren in private homes shall hereafter be incorporated unless the proposed 
articles of incorporation shall have been submitted first to the board of 
state charities. The secretary of state shall not issue a certificate of 
incorporation unless there shall first be filed in his office a certificate of 
the board of state charities that it has examined the articles of incor- 
poration, and that in its judgment the incorporators are reputable and 
respectable persons, and that the proposed work is needed, and the 
incorporation of such association is desirable and for the public good. 
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Amendments proposed to the articles of incorporation of any such associa- 
tion shall be submitted in like manner to the board of state charities, and 
the secretary of state shall not record such amendment or issue his cer- 
tificate therefore unless there shall first be filed in his office the certificate 
of the board of state charities that it has examined such amendment, 
that the association in question is, in its judgment performing in good 
faith, the work undertaken by it, and that such amendment is, in its judg- 
ment, a proper one, and for the public good. (Passed April 28, 1913.) 

Section 1352-3. Who may be received; transferred. Placing 
wards in suitable homes. Guardianship retained. The board of state 
charities shall when able to do so, receive as its wards such dependent 
or neglected minors as may be committed to it by the juvenile court. 
County, district, or semi-public children's homes or any institution en- 
titled to receive children from the juvenile court may, with the consent 
of the board, transfer to it the guardianship of minor wards of such 
institutions. If such children have been committed to such institutions 
by the juvenile court that court must first consent to such transfer. The 
board shall thereupon ipso facto become vested with the sole and exclus- 
sive guardianship of such child or children. The board shall, by its 
visitors, seek out suitable, permanent homes in private families for such 
wards; in each case making in advance a careful investigation of the 
character and fitness of such home for the purpose. Such children may 
then be placed in such investigated homes upon trial, or upon such con- 
tract as the board may deem to be for the best interests of the child, or 
proceedings may be had, as provided by law, for the adoption of the 
child by suitable persons. The board shall retain the guardianship of a 
child so placed upon trial or contract during its minority, and may at any 
time, if it deems it for the best interest of the child, cancel such contract 
and remove the child from such home. The board, by its visitors, shall 
visit at least twice a year all the homes in which children have been placed 
by it. Children from whom on account of some physical or mental 
defect it is impracticable to find good, free homes may be so placed by 
the board upon agreement to pay reasonable board therefor not to ex- 
ceed $3.50 per week, which shall be paid out of funds appropriated to the 
use of the board by the general assembly. When necessary any children 
so committed or transferred to the board may be maintained by it in a 
suitable place until a proper home is found. 

So far as practicable children shall be placed in homes of the same 
religious belief as that held by their parents. (Passed April 28, 1913.) 

Section 1352-4. Expenses. Child placing fund. The actual 
traveling expenses of such child and that of the agents or visitors of said 
board in connection with placing such dependent or neglected child in 
a home and of subsequent visitation of such child, together with half 
the amount of board, if any, paid by said board on account of the child 
to the owners of such home shall be charged by the board of state char- 
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ities to the county in which the child had a legal residence when received 
by such board. The treasurer of each county shall pay the quarterly 
draft of the board of state charities for the amount so chargeable against 
such county for the preceding quarter. The sums so received as well as 
payments for board as provided by sections 1352-5 and 1653 of the Gen- 
eral Code, shall not be turned into the state treasury but shall be cred- 
ited to a fund to be known as the child placing fund to be used to main- 
tain the child placing work of the board as provided by this chapter, but 
such money received for children's board shall be used only to pay the 
board of the child for which it may be paid by the individuals liable 
therefor. (Passed April 28, 1913.) 

Section 1352-5. Delinquent children may be received. Board 
and maintenance. The board of state charities may when willing to 
do so, receive as its wards with all the powers given it by section 1352-3 
of the General Code delinquent children committed' to it by a juveniFe 
court or from any institution to which such children may be ccMiimitted 
by the juvenile court or assigned by the board of administration. Such 
children shall be placed by it in homes in accordance with the provisions 
of section 1352-3 of the General Code. Before making such commit- 
ment the court may make an order that the parent or parents of such 
cWld shall pay the board of state charities, periodically, reasonable sums 
for the maintenance of such child, which orders, upon the disobedience 
thereof, may be enforced by attachment as for contempt. The money 
so obtained shall be used for payment of such child's board and main- 
tenance. If originally committed to such institution by the juvenile court, 
that court must first consent to the transfer of such child to the board of 
state charities. Said court may in such cases make an order that the 
parents or guardians pay for its maintenance in the same manner as if 
such child had been originally committed to said board. 

Provided that if the board of state charities find it impracticable to 
so place such child, it shall at its discretion have the right to surrender 
such child to the court, institution, or board of administration from 
which it was received. (Passed April 28, 1913.) 

Section 1353. Plans for public buildings must be submitted to 
the board. Before their adoption by the proper officials, plans for 
new jails, work-houses, children's homes, infirmaries, state institutions 
and municipal lock-ups or prisons and for important additions to or 
alterations in such existing institutions, shall be submitted to the board 
of state charities for its approval. (R. S. Sec. 656.) 

Section 1354. Governor may order investigation. The governor, 
at any time, may order the board of state charities, or a committee of two 
members thereof to investigate the management of a benevolent or cor- 
rectional institution of the state. In making such investigation the board, 
or its committee, shall have such authority as is conferred upon officers 
authorized to take depositions, to send for persons and papers, to admin- 
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ister oaths, and to punish as for contempt a person, who being duly 
summoned by it, refuses to appear or produce papers. A report of an 
investigation with the testimony taken therein, shall be made to the gov- 
ernor, and by him it may be submitted to the general assembly with such 
suggestions as he deems proper. (R. S. Sec. 656, as amended April 
28, 1913.) 

Section 1355. Expenses of investigation and witness fees. A 
person summoned to appear in the investigation, provided in the preced- 
ing section, other than officers and employes of the benevolent or correc- 
tional institution under examination, shall receive such fees and mileage 
as are allowed witnesses in the court of common pleas. The witness 
fees, mileage and expenses of an investigation shall be paid from the 
current expense fund of such institution upon an itemized account 
approved by the president and secretary of the board of state charities. 
(Codifying Commission.) 

Section 1356. Conferences of the board with other officials. At 
such times and places as it deems advisable, the board of the state 
charities may hold conferences of the officers of state, county and munic- 
ipal benevolent and correctional institutions, officials responsible tor the 
administration of public funds used for the relief and maintenance of the 
poor, and members of boards of county visitors. Such conferences shall 
consider in detail questions of management of such institutions, the 
methods to secure their economical and efficient conduct, the most effec- 
tive plans for granting public relief to the poor, and similar subjects. 
(R. S. Sec. 656a.) 

Section 1357. Expenses of attending conferences. The necessary 
expenses of all the persons invited to such conferences shall be paid from 
any fund available for their respective boards and institutions, provided 
they shall first procure a certificate from the secretary of the board of 
state charities that they were invited to and were in attendance at the 
sessions of such conferences. (R. S. Sec. 6s6a.) 

Section 1358. Biennial report. Biennially the board of state 
charities shall make a report of its proceedings to the governor. The 
report shall contain in detail a statement of expenses incurred, officers 
and agents employed, the conditions of state institutions under its con- 
trol, and such suggestions as it deems proper. (R. S. Sec. -658, as 
amended May 21, 191 o.) 

Section 1359. Bulletins. The board of state charities may sup- 
plement its biennial report with bulletins containing statistics, and such 
information in regard to the benevolent and correctional institutions of 
this and other states as it deems useful. The board shall contract for 
printing the bulletins with an institution having a printing department,' 
and the expenses thereof shall be paid from an appropriation for contin- 
gent expenses of the board. Upon requisition of the secretary of the 
board, the commissioners of public printing shall furnish the necesskry 
paper for printing and binding such bulletins. (R. S. Sec. 658.) 
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SUPPORT OF INMATES IN CERTAIN INSTITUTIONS. 

Section 1815. Inmates to be supported at the expense of state; 
exceptions. All persons now inmates of, or hereafter admitted into, 
a benevolent institution, except as otherwise provided in this chapter, and 
except as otherwise provided in chapters relating to particular institu- 
tions, shall be maintained at the expense of the state. They shall be 
neatly and comfortably clothed and their traveling and incidental ex- 
penses paid by themselves or those having them in charge. (R. S. Sec. 
631, as amended April 18, 1910.) 

Section 1815-1. Judge shall certify *iame of guardian or relative. 
When any person is committed to a state hospital for the insane, to the 
Longview hospital, to the Ohio Hospital for Epileptics, or to the Insti- 
tution for Feeble-Minded, the judge making such commitment shall at 
the same time certify to the superintendent of such institution, and the 
superintendent shall thereupon enter upon his records the name and 
address of the guardian, if any appointed, stnd of the relative or relatives 
liable for such person's support under section 1815-9. (loi v. 158, as 
amended March 30, 191 1.) 

Section 1815-2. Rate for support. The maximum rate for the 
support of inmates of such institutions shall be three dollars and fifty 
cents per week. Less amounts may be accepted by the board when con- 
ditions warrant such action, or when offered by persons not liable. (loi 
V. 158 as amended March 30, 191 1. 

Section 18 1 5-3. Appointment and duties of agent. The board 
of state charities shall appoint an agent who shall receive an annual 
salary of not more than eighteen hundred dollars and the necessary 
expenses incurred in the performance of his duties. Said agent shall 
investigate the financial condition of the inmates now in the aforesaid 
institutions, or hereafter committed or admitted hereto, and of the 
relatives liable for the support of such inmates, in order to determine 
the ability of any inmate or such relatives to make payment in whole or 
in part for the support of the said inmate ; provided, that in all cases due 
regard shall be had for others who may be dependent for support upon 
the estate of said inmate. (Passed April 18, 1910.) 

Section 181 5-4. Testimony. Order for pa3niient. Collection. 
Cashier. Such agent in making investigation shall have power to 
subpoena witnesses, take testimony under oath and to examine any public 
records relating to the estate of an inmate or of a relative liable for his 
or her support. All his information, conclusions and recommendations 
shall be submitted to the board of state charities. The board, or a com- 
mittee thereof, appointed for that purpose, shall determine whether such 
relatives shall be required to pay for the support of such inmates o'* 
whether such charges shall be made against the estate of such inm^*'^. 
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An order shall be issued to the persons who are determined liable for 
such payments, requiring them to pay monthly, quarterly or otherwise, 
as may be arranged, to the board such amount as it or the committee 
shall deem proper, but no order shall be issued compelling payment for 
the care of an inmate prior to May 2nd, 1910. The board shall make 
all reasonable and proper efforts to collect such amounts, and in case of 
inability to collect for a period of six months, the attorney-general, upon 
recommendation of the board of state charities, shall direct the prosecut- 
ing attorney of the proper county to collect or institute civil action in 
the name of the state of Ohio to recover the amount due, with interest. 
All moneys received, as herein provided, or by suit instituted, shall be 
paid to the state treasurer and placed in the general revenue fund and a 
separate account kept thereof. The board shall appoint a 'competent 
person as cashier to receive and account for all moneys collected and to 
perform such other duties as may be assigned him. He shall receive an 
annual salary of not more than twelve hundred dollars and shall give a 
bond to the state of not less than $10,000, conditioned that he will faith- 
fully perform his duties, and account for all moneys received by him. 
Such bond after approval by the board shall be filed at the office of the 
treasurer of state. (loi v. 158, as amended March 30, 191 1.) 

Section 1815-5. Release or modification. Any person who has 
been ordered to make payment for the support of any inmate may peti- 
tion the board of state charities for a release from, or modification of 
such order, and said board, after an investigation by the agent, may con- 
cel or modify such former order. The board shall at any time for due 
cause have the power to increase the amount previously ordered paid. 
(Passed April 18, 1910.) 

Section 181 5-6. Superintendent to assist. The superintendents 
of the state institutions shall submit to the board of state charities such 
information as they may obtain concerning the financial condition of any 
inmate or of relatives liable for his or her support. (Passed April 18, 
1910.) 

Section 1815-7. Appointment of guardian. In case the estate 
of any inmate is sufficient for his or her support, without hardship to 
any others who may be dependent thereon, and no guardian has been 
appointed for such estate, the agent shall petition the probate court of 
the proper county to appoint a guardian. (Passed April 18, 1910.) 

Section 1815-8. Assistant agents; salary. In order to facilitate 
the investigation of the financial condition of the inmates in such institu- 
tions, and of persons liable for their support, the board of state charities 
may employ assistant agents not to exceed five in number, who shall 
receive an annual salary of not more than fifteen hundred dollars, and 
necessary expenses. (loi v. 159, as amended April 28, 1913.) 

Section 1815-9. I'iable for support. It is the intent of thisact 
that a husband may be held liable for the support of a wife while an

inmate of any of said institutions, a wife for a husband, a father or 
mother for a son or daughter, and a son or daughter, or both, far a 
father or mother. (Passed April i8, 1910.) 

Section 1815-10. Duty of executor or administrator. Contract 
for fixed annual amount. Copy filed in probate court. Upon the 
death of a person who is an inmate or has been an inmate since the 
passage of this act, of any of the aforesaid institutions and who is 
possessed of property, it shall be the duty of the executor or administra- 
tor to ascertain from the board of state charities whether the deceased 
person was supported while an inmate, and if not, the board may present 
a claim for support, or for the balance due in case less than the maximum 
rate had been paid. Such claim shall be allowed and paid as other lawful 
claims against the estate, provided that the board may waive the presen- 
tation of any claim when in their judgment an otherwise dependent person 
will be directly benefited by the estate. It shall be lawful for the board 
to accept from a guardian or trustee of an inmate a contract agreeing 
to pay to the state from the property of his ward before or at the death 
of his ward a fixed annual amount for the support of such ward while 
an inmate, and with interest at four per cent, per annum. A copy of 
such contract shall be filed in the probate court of the proper county, 
and duly entered as a part of the records concerning such ward. (loi 
V. 159, as amended March 30, 191 1.) 

Section 1815-12. County liability for support. The county from 
which an inmate of the institution for feeble minded was committed 
shall be liable for such inmate's support provided the same is not paid 
otherwise as provided by this act. The treasurer of each county shall 
pay t^he semi-annual draft of the cashier of the board of state charities 
for the aggregate amount chargeable against such county for the pre- 
ceding six months for all inmates therefrom not otherwise supported. 
(Passed April 28, 19 13.) 
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THIRTY-FOURTH REPORT 

Ohio Board of State Charities. 



The reports of the Board of State Charities were made annually 
until 1906, at which time the General Assembly provided that such re- 
ports shall thereafter be made biennially. This report, although desig- 
nated as the thirty-fourth, covers the thirty-seventh and thirty-eighth 
years of the existence of the Board. 

The new juvenile code, passed by the General Assembly in 1913, 
contained an amendment to Section 1349 of the General Code changing 
the number of appointed members of the Board of State Charities from 
six to eight. As this amendment was construed as annulling the appoint- 
ments made under the former law, a new Board was appointed by the 
Governor on September 19, 1913. 

As only two former members of the Board were reappointed, the 
majority of us are not fully acquainted with the State institutions and 
have not had sufficient time for a thorough study of the conditions 
therein. Neverthless, we avail ourselves of this opportunity to make 
some recommendations concerning the respective institutions. 

We find in that part of the biennial period preceding our appoint- 
ment that all of the State institutions were visited at least once a year 
by some members of the Board, and that supplemental visits were also 
made by the Secretary and the members of the Board of Visitors, con- 
sisting of six women, which ceased to exist upon the taking effect of the 
juvenile code. 

Detailed statements concerning conditions and needs of each of the 
State institutions will be found under the separate treatment of each 
institution which follows, giving summaries of expenditures and of the 
movement of population. There will also be found a special comparative 
table for each institution covering the period of 1890 to 1913, showing 
amounts expended annually for salaries, food, sundries and the corre- 
sponding per capita costs. We herewith give a summary of the aggre- 
gate expenses of the benevolent, correctional and penal institutions for 
the biennial period ending November 15, 1913, as follows:

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From the above table it will be seen th^t the daily average attend- 
ance in all institutions for 1913 is 4,015 more than for 1904, or an 
increase of 23^.7%. It should be noted that there is no marked change in 
the per capita cost of maintenance of these institutions, although there 
has been an increase in the cost of material; however, in the last two 
years there is a decrease in average cost per inmate of operating these 
institutions, due to the methods of purchase and accounting employed 
by the Board of Administration. The per capita cost for 1913 in the 
above table and also in the table appearing elsewhere referring to the 
aggregate expenditures for specific purposes includes the office expense 
of the Board of Administration, which averaged $1.58 per inmate for 
the entire year. 

Partial explanation of the increase of persons cared for in these 
institutions will be found on the next page. 

INSANE AND EPILEPTICS. 

This group of State wards comprise a little more than half of the 
total number of persons enrolled in the institutions. The following table 
will show the average attendance and cost for the last ten years :

From the above table it will be noticed that the daily average for 
1913 is 2,967 more than iot 1904, or an increase of 31%. This is a trifle 
greater than the increase in all of the institutions during the same period, 
but it is interesting to note that during the last five years there has been 
an increase of only 8% in the populations of the Hospitals for the Insane. 
From 1900 to 1910 the entire population of the State, according to the 
United States Census Report, increased 15%. Even allowing for the 
fact that because of crowded conditions the superintendents of the Hos- 
pitals are often compelled to reject applications for the admission of 
certain types of insane persons, the statistics do not indicate that there 
is an alarming increase in insanity in Ohio, as some would have us 
believe. 
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For nearly a decade very little provision has been made for increas- 
ing the capacity at the State Hospitals. For several years some of the 
hospitals have been taxed beyond reasonable and safe capacity and none 
of them is below normal in this respect. The crowded conditions are 
particularly serious at Cleveland State Hospital and at Longview Hos- 
pital. It is expected that on the completion of the State Hospital at 
Lima transfers will be made to that institution to such an extent that 
about 1,000 persons will be removed from their present congested 
quarters. 

This will reduce the population of all the Hospitals to normal con- 
ditions, but with the increasing population in the State it is apparent that 
serious consideration must be given at once to enlargement at the exist- 
ing Hospitals or to the creation of another hospital so as to give proper 
care to persons needing it. 

In this connection we desire to emphasize the necessity for the 
installatipn at all of the State Hospitals of complete equipment for 
hydrotherapy. When this method of treatment has been used it has 
proved to be very effective in acute cases. As a number of the Hospitals 
now have such equipment, it is our opinion that the method should be 
extended to all at the earliest possible date. 

In a number of states some consideration is being given to the super- 
vision and after-care of patients who upon leaving the Hospitals prob- 
ably return to their former communities, and to the same habits of living 
that were responsible more or less for the mental disturbance. They find 
that former friends and employers have such a distrust of their fitness, 
ability and mental capacity that it is extremely difficult to readjust them- 
selves socially and industrially. The plan of after-care proposed and 
carried out in some places, particularly in New York, is for each Hos- 
pital to have some capable person visit these former patients in their 
homes, consult with employers and members of the family, encourage 
the patients, and in many other ways render a splendid type of social 
service to these patients with a hope of making as complete a restoration 
to their former status in their communities as possible. The State has 
expended annually considerable money for salaries and expenses of 
officers who supervise the employment and conduct of inmates paroled 
from the correctional and penal institutions. This is done largely upon 
the theory that it is a wise investment to thus aid in effecting, if possible, 
a restoration to normal citizenship those who have come into the custody 
of the State for violation of the law. No one seems to question this 
policy of the State toward this particular group of its wards and it does 
seem reasonable that some similar effort be forth to prevent the return 
of former patients to State Hospitals, and to make them happy and 
useful in their accustomed environments. 

, There seems to be an increasing interest on the part of the employes, 
who are known as attendants and nurses, to give careful and considerate 
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attention to the patients in their charge. Out of thousands of employes 
of this class in a year it is not surprising that occasionally there will be 
fouad a few who do not posess a proper attitude toward their charges. 
The conduct of such attendants discredits to a great degree the efficient 
conduct of the employes as a whole and warps the attitude of the public 
toward the institutions. In the last quarter century there has been a 
marked change in the method of restraining restless and disturbed 
patients. Formerly all sorts of devices were freely used to accomplish 
this end. More humane methods have been found to be far more effec- 
tive and more acceptable to the public. 

When the Hospital for Epileptics was established it was generally 
understood that the epileptics then in the Hospitals for the Insane would 
be transferred to the new institution when completed, but with the 
gradual increase of capacity at the Hospital for Epileptics there has been 
a constant demand for the admission of persons not formerly in any 
State institution. The result has been that no effort has been made to 
transfer the epileptics from the Hospitals for the Insane. It is estimated 
that there are about 200 epileptics in the Hospitals for whom additional 
capacity should be provided at the institution at Gallipolis. Transfer of 
such patients would assist in part of providing additional capacity for 
insane persons. 

FEEBLE-MINDED. 

Years ago the public became aroused to the need of State care for 
the insane, not only for the benefit of the patient but for the safety and 
best interest of the State as a whole. This policy is generally accepted 
throughout the civilized world without question, although it is a result 
of gradual evolution rather than a self-evident principle accepted without 
discussion at any time. It seems that a similar campaign is necessary 
relative to the care of feeble-minded persons. Ohio was one of the 
first States to establish an institution for feeble-minded, which has done 
in 1857. At first the plan of those interested in the establishment of 
such an institution, was to afford a literary and industrial education for 
feeble-minded children, who could not be trained satisfactorily in the 
public schools. It gradually became apparent that a trained feeble-minded 
person is a somewhat dangerous social problem. Such education cannot 
supply the lack of sufficient intelligence which is necessary to become a 
self-supporting and respectable' citizen. The chief danger lies in the 
fact that such persons usually marry and their children are of such low 
-mentality that they in turn must be cared for by the State. Realizing 
this particular phase of the problem, the State modified its policy in 1898, 
permitting the custodial care of adults at the Institution for Feeble- 
Minded. This led to the development of the Custodial Farm at Orient. 
Many estimates have been made of the number of feeble- minded persons 
in the State, which vary from 6,000 to 12,000.

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Many plans are being proposed for meeting this problem. In time 
we may have the same attitude and policy in caring for the feeble-minded 
as we have for the inskne, which will mean the establishment of a num- 
ber of institutions or colonies and the employment of these people at 
congenial labor ; or the acceptance of some other plan, such as steriliza- 
tion, or special community enterprise, to keep these people from con- 
tinuing to be a burden upon the tax payer and upon their immediate 
relatives, and to prevent the continued reproduction of their kind. We 
have been accustomed to look upon the insane with fear and pity; we 
have regarded the idiot with disgust. How shall we regard the feeble- 
minded ? It has been asserted by some psychologists, who in recent years 
have made some investigation of inmates of correctional and penal insti- 
tutions, that there is a marked percentage who are feeble-minded. This 
opens up another interesting field for study and will in time doubtless 
afford some suggestions as to the best manner in treating this type of 
defectivenss. At this time we are not prepared to make any definite 
conclusions or recommendations, but realizing the scope of the question 
we have presented it in a general way. 

PAY PATIENTS. 

In 1910 there was passed an act requiring the relatives and guar- 
dians of patients in State Hospitals for the care of the insane, epileptic 
and feeble-minded to make payment, so far as their ability would permit, 
for the support of their wards in these institutions. The determination 
of the ability to make such payment was vested in this Board. To con- 
duct this work there was created what has been known as the Support 
Department. The report of the Agent in charge of this department ap- 
pears elsewhere. When the act was passed it was expected that the in- 
come would probably be about $150,000 per year. The Cashier's report 
shows that in 1912 there was paid $173,482.50 and in 1913, $194,684.07. 
Considering the number of cases to be reviewed and the large number 
of persons to be interviewed it is gratifying to note that there has been 
a very small opposition to the radical departure from the custom of 
years. We believe the law is a just one, and it is our purpose that it be 
enforced with the utmost caution and discrimination. 

NEW LEGISLAJION. 

We find that for several years the members of this Board have been 
urging and attempting to secure certain forms of legislation affecting 
the institutions of the State. It is a pleasure to note that at the 'regular 
session of the General Assembly in 1913 a number of the recommenda- 
tions made in the last biennial report of this Board were enacted into 
law. Among these may be noted the indeterminate sentence to apply to 
all persons committed to the Penitentiary, except those committed for life. 
This matter has come up occasionally in the General Assembly since 1884. 
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It is a matter for rejoicing that the State has finally accepted the 
policy of abandoning the present Penitentiary and locating it upon a 
large tract of land, which is now possible through an act to that effect. 
A specific Commission is now seeking a suitable site. 

Another commendable act is the one permitting a direct compensa- 
tion to prisoners, not so much for service rendered, but to provide a 
means for partial support of dependent members of their families or a 
little capital to be used when released from the institution. 

children's welfare. 

When the Board of State Charities was created it was on the theory 
that it should be purely an investigating and advisory board. In every 
state where such a board has been created there have been added later 
certain administrative or semiadministrative functions. This has been 
true of the Board in Ohio. 

The latest duty imposed by the General Assembly has been that con- 
tained in the act commonly known as the Juvenile Code, which became 
effective in August, 191 3. This act imposes upon the Board a broad au- 
thority over all institutions and agencies, public and private, caring for 
dependent and delinquent children. It requires the Board to issue a cer- 
tificate before any such institution may legally continue its work. This 
will require careful and thorough study of the methods of such institu- 
tions, and thoroughness of their work, and other important features. 
The Board is also authorized to accept children from the Juvenile Courts 
for placing in foster homes. In other words, the Board is made a part of 
the placing-out system of the State and has power to investigate the work 
of other placing-out agencies. 

In the short time since our appointment we have completed plans 
for the establishment of the Children's Welfare Department. Mr. C. V. 
Williams, for many years connected with the Children's Home Society, 
of New Jersey, and later acting as Superintendent thereof, has been 
appointed as director of this special new department. He will begin his 
work on the first day of December. Miss Esther Eaton, recently Di- 
rector of the Placing Out Department of the Board of State Charities 
of Rhode Island, will act as assistant. Other workers will be added as 
soon as funds are available. 

CENTRALIZED ADMINISTRATION. 

After several efforts and considerable controversy for a number of 
years, the General Assembly in 191 1 enacted a law placing all of the 
State benevolent, correctional and |>enal institutions, except the Sol- 
diers' and Sailors' Orphans' Home, under the direct management of a 
central board to be known as the Ohio Board of Administration. The 
Board assumed complete control on August 15, 191 1. At the first most 
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of the time of the members had to be devoted to financial affairs of these 
institutions. The work in this direction has been so satisfactorily per- 
formed that most of the opposition to the idea seems to have disappeared. 
Later, after the financial methods had been adjusted, more time has been- 
devoted to the consideration of special needs of the institutions and the 
welfare of the inmates thereof. We desire to commend the work of the 
Board of Administration and to add our encouragement to the efforts 
now being put forth in matters concerning the comfort and welfare of the 
wards of the State. In this connection we recommend that the Sol- 
diers' and Sailors' Orphans' Home at Xenia be placed under the direct 
and full control of the Board of Administration. 

CONCLUSION. 

In concluding the formal portion of our report we publicly ac- 
knowledge our appreciation of the work that has been accomplished by 
our predecessors in furthering and promoting matters which concerned 
the welfare of the needy, the distressed and the affected. While some of 
the measures proposed by them were not enacted for many years, we are 
convinced that their study and efforts have contributed much to the 
present high standard which i the institutions of Ohio seem to have. 
To enumerate the activities of the Board as a whole, and of many of 
the individual members particularly, would set forth a long list of hopes, 
most of which have ultimately been realized. Knowing these achieve- 
ments, it is our hope that, as we continue in this public service, we may 
add something to this list in order to command the public esteem which 
this Board has had hitherto. 
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REPORT OF SECRETARY. 



To the Ohio Board of State Charities : 

I herewith submit my report, covering the tenth and eleventh years 
of service as Secretary, to be included as a part of the thirty-fourth re- 
port of the Board. 

Within this biennial period a special committee to codify the laws 
relating to children performed its work as outlined by the act author- 
izing the appointment of the commission. As part of the field covered 
by this commission was one in which this Board was officially inter- 
ested, it was necessary that the members of the commission seek con- 
siderable counsel and advice in connection with this part of their work. 
It is my opinion that Judge Babst and Mr. Baldwin, who constituted the 
commission, deserve the commendation of the State for the untiring 
efforts put forth by them in the preparation of the juvenile code for 
which they received no financial remuneration. The code as presented 
and finally passed by the General Assembly has brought forth many 
favorable comments from persons who are interested in child welfare. 
It was a pleasure to co-operate with these gentlemen in working out 
the problems they had before them. 

At the session of the General Assembly in 1912, at which time the 
juvenile code was passed, many bills were presented, and most of them 
enacted, in which this Board was directly interested. Many of these 
measures were such as had been recommended by the Board for several 
years. Soon after his inauguration Governor Cox of his own volition 
appointed a commission to study and to make a report concerning the 
prison problems. Mr. R. H. Piatt, who was then a member of the Board 
of State Charities, was designated as a member of the commission. The 
report of the commission was published in the Bulletin of Charities and 
Correction for April, 1913. Many of their recommendations confirmed 
the recommendations of this Board for many years. With the active co- 
operation of the Governor their recommendations were enacted into law, 
— the main ones being a new penitentiary upon a large tract of land and 
a general indeterminate sentence law for persons sentenced to the Peni- 
tentiary, and a compensation law for prisoners. The pendency of such 
legislation required considerable attention on my part. 

As noted in the previous report I was designated as a member of the 
building commission for the Reformatory for Women. This special duty 
required time that would otherwise have been spent in other directions. 

The work of the Pay Patient Department has been continued with 
out any serious difficulties, as the Agent in charge of the department 
usually brings about a happy agreement between the few contending 
persons with whom we have to deal. The most difficult cases have been 
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reviewed by the Support Committee consisting of two members of the 
Board. 

Eleven years ago when I became Secretary of the Board there 
were only three employes including myself. Now the entire paid force 
consists of eleven persons. The development of the Children's Welfare 
Department will mean an increase of at least six persons. This fact is 
sufficient to indicate some of the added responsibilities of the Secretary 
who acts as executive officer of the Board, and will also indicate that 
there are extra demands upon his time in connection with the office man- 
agement that prevent as much out-of-t he-office activity as might be 
desirable. As soon as the Children's Welfare Department is organized, 
I do not expect to visit many of the children's homes, but shall leave 
that to representatives of the department directly interested in them, 
hoping thereby to give more time to other types of institutions. 

COUNTY INSTITUTIONS. 

During the biennial period some new construction has been done 
at county institutions. In Knox County a favorable vote, after several 
attempts, made it possible to begin work on a new county jail. In 
Paulding County the main building of the county infirmary was de- 
stroyed by fire. Plans have been developed for a much better type of 
building to take its place. In Huron County, in which in 191 1 the county 
decided to convert a private children's home into a County Home, there 
is being constructed a new building on another site. In Jeflferson County 
a Home for children has been constructed by a Mr. McCullough, who 
will donate the institution to the county for the care of dependent chil- 
dren. It is located on the Ohio River at a point known as Yellow Creek 
and will have a capacity for about one hundred children. In Defiance 
County a new building is being erected upon a small tract of land just 
east of Defiance, which will take the place of the old children's home 
near the infirmary farm, seven miles northwest of Defiance. At the 
Fairmount Home (for Stark and Columbiana Counties) a large building 
is under construction which will include suitable quarters for a nursery 
and hospital. Minor additions and alterations have been made at some 
other county institutions. In Summit County there is under construction 
a district hospital for the treatment of tuberculosis patients from Sum- 
mit, Portage, Stark, Columbiana and Trumbull Counties. The creation 
of other districts is in contemplation by several counties. In 191 3, the 
General Assembly amended the law so that hereafter county tuberculosis 
hospitals cannot be created, but the district plan of two or more counties 
must be used instead. For several years there has been under con- 
struction in connection with the Franklin County Infirmary a large build- 
ing and additional shacks for the care of such cases. They are now about 
ready for occupancy. 
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ADULT PROBATION LAW. 



In 1908, there was drawn under the direction of this Board a bill 
for the suspension of sentences of adult offenders, which was passed by 
the General Assembly on May 9 of that year. By the accompanying 
table it will be seen that since that time nearly two thousand persons 
have received suspended sentences to the Ohio Penitentiary and the Ohio 
State Reformatory. No statistics Have been compiled showing the number 
ber of persons receiving the benefits of this law who would otherwise have 
been committed for minor offenses, which would doubtless include sev- 
eral thousand more. The percentage of violations of the terms of pro- 
bation is much lower than the percentage of prisoners who are serving 
terms for a second or greater time. It seems that the law has been so 
carefully applied by the various courts that there has been very little 
opposition to its existence, as may be expected when mistakes in its ad- 
ministration become known. If the amounts earned by these persons 
under suspended sentences while working under normal social conditions 
could be ascertained, it would reveal a large amount of money that has 
not only helped to maintain the offenders, but others dependent upon 
them.

STATISTICAL TABLES. 

During the biennial period we have continued the policy of pub- 
lishing detailed statistics in the Bulletin. Therefore, we submit in con- 
nection with this report general summaries of the various groups of 
institutions. Under the separate treatment of each State institution will 
be found a table of statistics of inmates and financial transactions. 

STATE CONFERENCE OF CHARITIES AND CORRECTION. 

The General Assembly has continued to make an annual appropriation 
for expenses incident tp the annual sessions of the State Conference of 
Charities and Correction. One of the duties of your Secretary is to

prepare the programs for these meetings, although much valuable aid 
has been given by the presidents of the conference, the executive com- 
mittee and the chairman of the various section meetings. 

The twenty-second annual Conference was held in Cleveland in 
connection with the National Conference of Charities and Correction on 
June 12 to 19, 1912. Mr. H. H. McFadden, a member of the Board 
of State Charities, was president. Only two general sessions for the 
State Conference proper were held and one section meeting for each of 
the usual groups. These meetings were held at times when the National 
Conference was not in regular session. 

The twenty-third annual State Conference was held at Akron, No- 
vember 10 to 12, 1913. Mr. James F. Jackson, Secretary of the As- 
sociated Charities, of Cleveland, was president. A severe snowstorm in 
the northern part of the State the day previous to the opening of the 
Conference caused a smaller attendance than usual and made it im- 
possible for some of the speakers to be present, necessitating considerable 
change in program, but there seemed to be no abatement of interest. 

children's welfare. 

The enactment of the juvenile code placed upon the Board of State 
Charities an administrative responsibility which will require very care- 
ful planning and execution. It is hoped that competent and judicious 
persons may be procured to assume the extended responsibility in the 
enforcement of the act. State supervision of any activity is not always 
welcomed or received without some form of protest. There is likely to 
be a suspicion as to the method of its enforcement and the ultimate 
effect. It is hoped that existing institutions and agencies that are doing 
fairly good work will be conserved, and that the unnecessary and ineffi- 
cient may be brought to see their shortcomings and either change their 
methods or cease to exist. This Board should not attempt to supplant 
any existing agencies, but rather supplement and reinforce. If this 
matter can be successfully prosecuted after a period of two or three 
years, you will have accomplished something for which you should be 
proud and thankful to have had a part. 

CONCLUSION. 

While most of you have been members of the Board for a very 
short period, I am pleased with the spirit you have manifested in ap- 
proaching the many and varied problems in connection with state, county 
and municipal institutions. You will find much of interest and some 
things which will need your most serious thought. Although you have 
expressed a personal confidence in me by reappointment as your sec- 
retary, yet I shall need your counsel and advice in many matters. I 
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recognize that the law creating the Board will hold the members pri- 
marily responsible for the conduct of its employes, yet by the very 
nature of things, considerable of the executive work must be entrusted 
to others, as it is impossible for the Board to be in continuous session 
or even in very frequent session. As one of your employes it is my 
purpose to act always as I believe you would do, if you were called upon 
to perform the same specific duty or service.

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REPORT OF AGENT. 



To The Members of the Board of State Charities: 

Herewith I submit the second biennial report of the Support De- 
partment, ending November 15, 1913. 

The department for the past two years has followed the methods 
outlined in the previous report, namely, investigation of the history and 
financial status of all patients committed to the hospitals (excepting 
where voluntary agreements have been made by guardians and relatives) 
to determine whether patients have any property or means available for 
support, or if there is any one legally liable under the statutes and finan- 
cially able to support. This has required many visits by the agents of the 
department to homes of relatives of patients, interviews with the probate 
judges, superintendents of the state hospitals and the county children's 
homes, besides examining the county records. 

In all cases before presenting my conclusions and recommendations 
to the Support Committee as to the amount to be paid, careful considera- 
tion has been given to the ages of the patients, conditions of those, if 
any, depending upon the estates of the patients. Our constant concern 
has been to guard the future independence of the minor children and the 
aged parents of the patients. 

It will be interesting to the Board to give a comparison of the num- 
ber of investigations of the past two years in contrast to the previous 
report of fifteen months. The number of investigations and reinvesti- 
gations on cases from August 15, 1910, to November 15, 1911, 8,685; 
the number of investigations and reinvestigations on cases from Novem- 
ber 15, 191 1, to November 15, 191 3, 13,297; total number of investiga- 
tions of cases for the entire period of three years and three months, 

2I,982f. 

The number of cases acted upon by the Support Committee from 
August 15, 1910, to November 15, 1911, 7,112; the number of cases 
acted upon by the Support Committee from November 15, 191 1, to 
November 15, 1913, 12,893; total number of cases acted upon by the 
Support Committee for the entire period of three years and three 
months, 20,005. 

Sinte the Pay Patient Law went into effect August 15, 1910, the 
financial results have been satisfactory. The following amounts have 
been deposited in the State Treasury:

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In many cases, the support is charged either to the estates of patients 
or to the parents of the patients, uncollectable until the death of the 
patients or their parents. 

At the last session of the General Assembly, 1913, Section 1815-1 
of the General Code of Ohio, relating to the support of inmates in state 
institutions, was amended to include the inmates of the Institution for 
Feeble-Minded ; the law taking effect September i, 1913. This has in- 
creased the investigations of the department. The Institution for Feeble- 
Minded reported on July i, 1913, i,747 inmates. 

The amount of work for the past two years could not have been 
accomplished but for the diligent and efficient services rendered by the 
assistant agents in their work of investigation, and the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the probate judges and other state and county officials. The pro- 
bate judges being in accord with this law, tendered their offices and 
records and have extended every assistance and courtesy possible, which 
has been highly appreciated. Since the law and the spirit of its enforce- 
ment have been fully understood, it is a gratification to note the favor 
with which it has been received by the citizens of the State. 

I would recommend to the Board that Section 181 5-10 of the Gen- 
eral Code be amended to include the following : 

That guardians and trustees of patients' estates submit their accounts 
to the Board of State Charities for its approval before filing same at the 
Probate Court. In this way, the Board would have an opportunity to 
take exception to the accounts before they are passed upon by the Court. 
Where guardians hold real estate, they should notify the Board of State 
Charities before selling same. That a state guardian should be appointed 
to administer the estates (small estates) of all patients having no rela- 
tives, and other patients having estates, wherein the Courts deem it ad- 
visable ; such guardian to be recommended by the Board of State Chari- 
ties and directly under its supervision. My observation in the past three 
, and one half years in this department has convinced me that thousands 
of dollars could be saved to the State if the small estates were under 
the supervision and control of the Board. 

I wish to acknowledge my deep appreciation to all the members of 
the Board for the courtesy and kind consideration shown me since the 
appointment as their agent; the Support Committee for their untiring 
interest, loyal support and just decisions in the disposition of cases pre- 
sented, to which is largely due the success of the law; also to our Sec-' 
retary, who has rendered valuable advice and service to the department.

ATHENS STATE HOSPITAL. 
Dr. O. O. Fordyce, Superintendent 

This Hospital wag opened for the reception of inmates in 1874. 
The premises consist of about 675 acres ; about 200 acres are used for 
farming and gardening; 315 acres for pasturage; 90 acres in wood- 
land, and the remainder devoted to the lawns about the buildings. The 
latest addition to the area of the Hospital is a farm of 300 acres which is 
devoted to dairying. Upon this tract there has been erected a barn 
sufficiently large to accommodate 100 cows. 

The first building erected is a large congregate structure on the Kirk- 
bride system. Since then, five cottages, amusement hall, laundry and in- 
dustrial building have been erected. In the Spring of 191 1, five cottages 
for tubercular patients were occupied. These cottages are constructed 
largely of glass, thus permitting a maximum amount of fresh air and 
sunshine, and are located on the hill north of the institution proper. 
They are connected together by wire-screened corridors the width of the 
cottages, converting them into one building 240 feet by 20 feet. The 
screened departments are roofed and are protected from the elements by 
awnings. The scenery from their site is very picturesque, presenting one 
of the most pleasing panoramic views in southern Ohio. 

The hydrotherapy department has been extended so that there are 
now working equipment for the male and female departments. The 
training school for nurses organized in 1909 has continued as one of the 
regular features of this Hospital, at which many commendable changes 
have been instituted under the present superintendency. 

The entire cost of land, buildings, and improvements at this Hos- 
pital since its creation has been about $1,500,000.

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CLEVELAND STATE HOSPITAL. 
Dr. Arthur G. Hyde, Superintendent, 

This Hospital was opened for the reception of inmates in 1855. 
The community at that time was commonly known as Newbiirgh and was 
far beyond the corporate limits ^of the city of Cleveland. At present 
the site in entirely surrounded by residences and is now within the cor- 
porate limits of Cleveland. The original buildings having been destroyed 
by fire, the present central three-story congregate building was first oc- 
cupied in 1875. Since then five cottages have been add^d as occasion 
demanded. The institution is located on a tract of 102 acres, which was 
donated to the State by Thomas Garfield on condition that whenever it 
should cease to be used for Hospital purposes it would revert to his heirs. 
H it were not for the condition imposed in the grant of land to the State, 
it might be advisable to consider the propriety of selling the present site 
and buildings and relocating on a much larger tract of lan^ away from 
any city environment. This is hardly advisable at present, but it is rec- 
ommended that a farm colony be established at some suitable location. 
This is being done in a number of institutions where long established Hos- 
pitals have found it impossible to extend the present quarters and not 
practicable to vacate without loss of money invested in buildings and 
equipment. On account of the rapidly increasing population of Cuyahoga 
County the demands upon this Hospital far exceed the normal capacity. 
A radical adjustment must be made soon in order to make it possible for 
reasonable care and attention to be given to the patients, many of 
whom now are cared for in wards in a manner that does not conduce to 
the betterment of either their mental condition or to the safety of patients 
and attendants. 

Inasmuch as the buildings and necessary lands occupy most of the 
premises, less than ten acres are under cultivation, which through in- 
tensive gardening are highly profitable per acre. 

The approximate amount expended for land, buildings and improve- 
ments for this institution is $1,400,000. No special improvements have 
been made in the last two years in addition to usual repairs.

COLUMBUS STATE HOSPITAL. 
Dr. C. F. Gilliam, Superintendent, 

This Hospital was first established in the eastern part of Columbus 
in 1853, ^^d was then known as the Lunatic Asylum of Ohio. The orig- 
inal institution was destroyed by fire and the first inmates were received 
in 1877 at the new institution in its present location in the western part 
of Columbus. For about twenty-five years the one large congregate 
building was sufficient to care for all inmates. During the last ten years 
several cottages have beien added. 

The premises consist of about 300 acres; 100 acres are under cul- 
tivation. Excellent farm and garden products are raised, on account of 
the high degree of fertility of th.e soil. 

Many of the exterior wards of this Hospital have been made more 
attractive by the addition of roomy sun porches, which not only add to 
the comfort and pleasure of the patients, but will serve as fire. escapes as 
well. The Hospital has the distinction of having a nurses' cottage, thus 
providing facilities for all nurses not on duty to spend their time in quar- 
ters away from the scene of long hours of service. In all other Hospitals 
it is customary for the nurses and attendants to have quarters in the 
wards in which they serve. There has been expended approximately 
$2,260,000 for construction and improvements to this institution.

DAYTON STATE HOSPITAL. 
Dr. E. a. Baber, Superintendent, 

This Hospital was opened for the reception of patients in 1855, 
and at that time was known as the Southern Ohio Lunatic Asylum. 
Following the custom of that day the institution was constructed on the 
congregate plan, most of which is three stories in height Three two- 
story cottages have been erected recently and a new system of heating 
has been installed for the entire plant. 

Plans have been made for the installation of apparatus, whereby 
hydrotherapeutic treatments may be given, an important feature of which 
will compose four continuous flowing baths, two for each sex. During 
the year the laboratory has been so equipped that routine Wasserman ex- 
aminations are now possible. 

A tract of land commonly known as the Shaker Farm was purchased 
for $80,000. It is easily accessible by highway and trolley from the main 
plant. The farm is of good fertility and serves as a healthful means of 
employment for the men patients, as well as an aid in reducing the cost 
of operating the Hospital. The entire property belonging to this institu- 
tion consists of 766 acres. An additional 166 acres of agricultural land 
has been rented for the coming year. During the past two years about 140 
acres of the Shaker Farm have been reclaimed by drainage, the corn 
crop on 90 acres of this land averaging 85 bushels per acre last fall. ^ 
The work of ditching was largely performed by "honor men'' from the 
Ohio Penitentiary. 

It is recommended that an appropriation be made for the erection of 
suitable buildings upon the Shaker farm to care for the men who are 
employed thereon. Inasmuch as this Hospital is the smallest of the 
State and as there are excellent building sites both at the main institution 
and the Shaker farm, the capacity of this institution should be increased 
until it equals that of the larger hospitals before additional buildings are 
erected elsewhere. The heating plant and other mechanical equipment 
of the main institution are sufficiently large to care for additional buildings 
without extra expense for this purpose. 

There has been expended for lands, buildings and improvements 
about $1,235,000.

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LONGVIEW HOSPITAL. 
Dr. F. W. Harmon, Superintendent. 

This institution was erected by an act of the General Assembly in 
182 1, entitled "a petition and act to establish a commercial hospital and 
lunatic asylum for the State of Ohio." It was the first institution pro- 
vided by the State intended to receive insane persons, but by the terms of 
the enabling act it was not devoted exclusively to that purpose. Later 
the institution was restricted to the care of the insane of Hamilton County. 
The county owns the land, and all the buildings have been erected through 
funds provided by the county. The premises consist of 188 acres, of 
which about one-third is used for gardening purposes. For many years 
the maintenance of this institution has been provided by the State of 
Ohio through special appropriations for that purpose, the county at times 
providing additional amounts for special purposes. An act has been 
passed which looks to the conveyance of this property to the State, thus 
putting the institution in complete State control both as to management 
and ownership. 

The main plant consists of one large congregate building and one 
two-story building for men. There should be a similar building for the 
care of women. During recent years improvements have been made by 
the erection of a large three-story storehouse with a large office to ac- 
commodate the entire book-keeping department of the Hospital, and a 
new cold storage plant for the care of meats, fruits and vegetables, and 
a carpenter shop with the necessary machinery for the manufacture and 
repair of furniture and other articles have been completed. A large 
assembly hall seating over one thousand persons was completed durihg 
1913. Prior to the completion of this building any efforts at assembling 
patients had to be confined to a small room in the upper story of the 
main building.

MASSILLON STATE HOSPITAL. 
Dr. H. C. Eyman, Superintendent. 



This Hospital was established in 1892? and the first inmates were 
received in 1898. It is built on the cottage plait, all buildings being two 
stories in height. To complete the original plan it will be necessary to 
erect two additional buildings, one of which is to care for the infirm and 
sick men. The premises consist of 900 acres, of which 500 are devoted to 
farming and gardening. This feature has proved to be very profitable, 
the products of last year being estimated as worth nearly $50,000. 

A friend of the Hospital, who refuses to have his name made known, 
has furnished the means for the erection and equipment of a two-stor> 
school building at a cost of about $40,000. A teacher has been employed 
and a select number of inmates have this special advantage for educational 
and recreational training. 

The cost of land, buildings and irriprovements has been about 
$1,500,000.

The 'first inmates were received at this Hospital in 1888. In the 
construction of this Hospital, the traditional idea of a large congregate 
building was departed from and the cottage plan adopted. This gives the 
institution the appearance of a small village. The premises consist of 
525 acres, of which 400 are used for gardening and farm purposes. It 
has been necessary to make extensive repairs on many, of the older cot- 
tages. At the present time Cottage "C" for women, is being remodeled 
and will be converted into convalescent ward. The Toledo State Hospital 
is sadly in need of an up-to-date hydrotherapy apparatus. A new re- 
reiving ward should be separately built for men, as the old one is inade- 
quate and unsuitable for that purpose. 

The State has expended about $1,500,000 for lands, buildings and 
various improvements.

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OHIO HOSPITAL FOR EPILEPTICS. 
Dr. G. G. Kineon, Superintendent. 

Upon the initiative of the Board of State Charities an act was passed 
in 1890 providing for the establishni'ent of this institution. It was the 
first institution of its kind to be established in the United States and at 
present cares for the largest number of patients of any institution of its 
kind. It was formally opened for the reception of inmates on November 
30, 1893. The premises consist of 460 acres of land, some of which is 
very hilly. Only 125 acres are at all suitable for farming purposes. This 
institution is built on the cottage plan and consists of sixty-six buildings. 
For its varied uses, they may be divided into four groups : 

First: -The central group consists of the administration buildmg, 
dining rooms, power plant, industrial building, school houses, and twelve 
stone cottages containing from 50 to 100 patients each. These buildings 
care for the infirm and patients of a moderate mental grade, or showing 
some degree of dementia. 

Second: At a short distance from' the central. group are twelve cot- 
tages containing 18 to 80 patients each of the best mental type. 

Third: About one-third of a mile from the first group is the psy- 
copathic department, commonly known as "Cottage I," consisting of 
four wards and caring for about 200 vicious and insane epileptics. 

Fourth : Nearly a mile from the central group is a large farm cot- 
tage in which some of the men who are employed on the farm are 
housed. 

Scattered irregularly about the grounds are about thirty buildings 
used for general purposes. At present the institution is crowded to its 
utmost capacity and there are requests for admission which must be re- 
fused on account of lack of accommodations. There are about 200 
epileptics now in the insane hospitals and county infirmaries who should 
be in this institution. For the proper care for these persons and others 
needing State Hospital treatment, construction has been started upon a 
building with a capacity of about 250 patients. 

Repeated requests have been made for a building to be used for 
amusement purposes with the main hall on the ground floor. The room 
now used for this purpose is on the second floor of one of the dining 
halls and does not have sufficient means of egress and is not large enough 
to accommodate all the patients at one time. It is recommended that a 
suitable appropriation be made for such a building. 

The total cost of land, buildings and improvements for this institu- 
tion is about $1,360,000.

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INSTITUTION FOR FEEBLE-MINDED. 
Dr. E. J. Emerick, Superintendent. 

This institution was established in 1857, and was first located on 
rented property on East Main Street, Columbus. The present site was 
not occupied until 1868. The large central building was erected in 1884, 
after the former building had been destroyed by fire. Since then there 
have been numerous additions to this building, and during the last decade 
a number of cottages have been erected. The premises in Columbus con- 
sist of 188 acres, of which about 140 acres are under cultivation. 

The custodial department for males, authorized by an act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, passed April 22, 1898, is located on a tract of land near 
Orient, fifteen miles southwest of Columbus, consisting of 1,675 acres, 
435 acres of which are now occupied by the Penitentiary, but will be re- 
turned to former use when they get their new farm. The erection of 
buildings on this farm, was commenced in 1900. Two cottages are now 
occupied and another will soon be ready to occupy. Cottage No. i is used 
as an Administration Building, and also to house about 290 of the 
brighter boys. Riverside Cottage accommodates 160 of the lower grade 
boys. Farmview Cottage, which will soon be ready to open, will afford 
accommodation for about 70 more. This will give a little relief, and en- 
able some on the waiting-list to be received. 

A new laundry has been built at the Custodial Farm this past year, 
which is now under roof and will soon be ready for the. installment of 
machinery. This; laundry consists of two rooms, 30 by 150 feet, con- 
nected by a corridor. 

There should be some provision made to care for the natural increase 
of 150 to 200 inmates each year. The public is beginning to realize that 
there are many mental defectives who formerly were not rgarded as such. 
They were simply looked upon as boys and girls. Numerous applications 
are being received for the admittance of girls of the Moron group from 
the streets and slums of our cities. These girls are feeble-minded, and 
are a menace to society. They comprise the type most essential' to segre- 
gate. They should not, however, be put in with the ordinary feeble- 
minded girl, who, for instance, has been in an institution since childhood, 
and knows nothing of the vices with which these girls have become only 
too familiar. They have a most disturbing and demoralizing influence 
when associated with our more innocent feeble-minded girls. 

It is the brighter type of feeble-minded, of both sexes, that it is most 
essential to segregate, as it is from this class we derive our habitual 
criminals, and they should be segregated when young, before they become 
hardened criminals, and before they have scattered their progeny broad- 
cast over the country. 
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The entire cost for land, buildings and improvements at Columbus 
and Orient has been about $2,140,000.

STATE SANATORIUM. 
Dr. Stephen A. Douglas, Superintendent. 

The Sanatorium was authorized by the General Assembly in 1904 
for the treatment of Incipient Tuberculosis because it had been demon- 
strated that a large per cent, of early cases could be cured. The purpose 
of the Sanatorium is educational. The instruction, experience and treat- 
ment which the patients receive will serve as an aid to themselves and to 
others similarly affected, who can probably be cured at home. The ability 
of patients to teach and advise their relatives and friends in the method 
of treatment and prevention of the disease is a desired result of Sana- 
torium treatment. 

The institution is located in Knox County, two and one-half miles 
northeast of Mt. Vernon, one of the highest points in the State. The 
Sanatorium tract comprises 350 acres, being woodland, pasture and gen- 
eral farm lands. 

The Sanatorium is constructed on the cottage plan and has accom- 
modations for 144 patients, which at this time is taxed. Nearly 1,000 pa- 
tients have been instructed and treated since the formal opening Decem- 
ber, 1909. 

The law creating the Sanatorium fixes the charge for patients at $5.00 
per week, with a provision that 10% of the capacity may be accepted at 
any sum less than $5.00 as may be determined by the Board of Adminis- 
tration after the Superintendent has made proper investigation and 
recommendation.

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OHIO SOLDIERS' AND SAILORS' HOME. 
General R. W. Burnett, Commandant. 

This institution was opened for the reception of inmates in 1888. 
All of the buildings are of the two-story cottage type, except the Hospital 
which is a one-story frame structure, very well arranged for Hospital 
purposes and in charge of a staff of physicians and graduate nurses. The 
constantly advancing age of the inmates renders it necessary to give much 
attention to the care of the infirm and sick. The present hospital capacity 
is taxed to its utmost and some of the buildings originally designed for. 
regular quarters for the ihmates are now used as infirmaries. A special 
building for the care of tubercular patients should be addfed and this will 
give additional capacity for other patients that cannot be cared for in 
the Hospital proper. 

The original plan of this institution located the kitchen in the base- 
ment under the dining room. This has proved to be a very unsatisfactory 
arrangement and change will soon be completed by the building of a 
wing to the east of the dining room so that the kitchen will be on the 
same floor level. This will be a much more convenient arrangement and 
the preparation of food can be done in more comfortable and sanitary 
quarters. 

The nurses' cottage has been enlarged so as to make capacity for 
the gradually increasing number of nurses employed in the hospital. 

During the last year all of the toilet rooms in the cottages were pro- 
vided with sanitary flooring and a new laundry has also been completed 
and occupied. 

The total cost of land, buildings and improvements has been about 
$835,000.^

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BIENNIAL REPORT 



MADISON HOME. 
O. W. Kneale, Superintendent. 

This institution was founded by the National Women's Relief Corps 
of the United States. In pursuance to an act of the General Assembly 
the State assumed ownership and control in the fall of 1904. As stated 
in the act, the purpose of the institution is to care for Ohio soldiers, 
sailors, marines, their wives, mothers, widows and army nurses. The 
premises consist of only fifteen acres, a large part of which is under 
cultivation. The institution proper consists of two small two-story 
buildings, one of which has recently been rebuilt, with a total capacity 
for sixty inmates. The institution is too small to permit of operation at 
a reasonable per capita cost. It is a question whether the institution 
should be continued under the present conditions, from the fact that 
most of the applicants now are in such advanced age and in such physical 
condition that they require hospital care and for this reason must be re- 
jected. Pour years ago the marriage limit of women eligible to admis- 
sion was raised from 1870 to 1890, but for reasons stated above most of 
the applications are rejected. 

This institution should either be enlarged and provided with suitable 
hospital equipment or the State should abandon the project and make 
other arrangements for the care of those now in the institution, for the 
care of whom the State has assumed an obligation.

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OHIO SOLDIERS' AND SAILORS' ORPHANS* HOME. 
J. P. Elton, Superintendent. 

This institution was originally organized by tlie Grand Army of the 
Republic. Its first location was in a small building in the city of Xenia. 
The following year the State assumed control and management and trans- 
ferred the children to the property, consisting of lOO acres with suitable 
buildings, donated by the people of Greene County and other parts of the 
State. The premises now consist of 360 acres, a tract of 65 acres having 
been acquired by purchase during the past year. This institution was 
originally founded for the admission of children whose fathers had been 
killed during the Civil War, or afterward died from causes incident 
thereto. Through later amendments of the original act, it is now pos- 
sible, under the rules and regulations of the Board of Trustees, to ad- 
mit children of any honorably discharged soldier of the Civil or Spanish- 
American war or of the Regular Army and Navy, without regard to any 
condition of orphanage, provided the parents are not financially or 
otherwise able to care for them. This institution contains both literary 
and industrial educational departments. All expense is met by funds 
drawn from the State Treasury; individuals or counties furnishing 
nothing. The average age of the children is 12 years, 50 of them being 
6 years of age and under. These conditions contribute largely to the high 
per capita cost of maintenance. For land, buildings and improvements 
there has been expended about $200,000.

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STATE SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF. 
J. W. Jones, Superintendent. 

This School was estaWished in 1827, ^^^ opened with one pupil in 
1S29, in rented property at the corner of Broad and High Streets, 
Columbus, Ohio. 

Jt oflFers free education to all teachable children in the State too deaf 
to be educated in the public schools. Not only that, but the truant laws 
of the state apply to deaf children, and those who are not otherwise being 
educated are required to attend here. 

In addition to a literary education, it oflFers manual training in sev- 
eral industrial lines for both boys and girls. More than 500 pupils are 
enrolled each year, and the usual attendance is little below 500. 

The management is glad to send out printed matter, giving a history 
and manual of the School to all persons interested in it, especially to par- 
ents of young deaf children who know little or nothing about the oppor- 
tunities offered, and the care given to those who are sent here to school. 

About $610,000 have been spent for buildings, since the founding of 
the institution. The main administration building in the center, the large 
school building on the west side, and the fireproof hospital on the east 
side are the principal buildings.

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STATE SCHOOL FOR THE BLIND. 
H. C. Maurer, Superintendent. 

. This School is located at Parsons Avenue and Main Street, Colum- 
bus, and the first pupils were received in 1837. The present building 
vs^as occupied in 1847 ^^ ^ ^^^^t of land consisting of 11 acres. The 
School is an educational institution, purely, and conducted under the di- 
rection of the Board of Administration. The truant laws of the State 
make it compulsory for blind children not being otherwise educated to 
attend this school. The school work is carried on in rooms scattered 
through the building and it would simplify matters considerably if a 
separate building were erected for the literary and industrial educational 
work. At present there is considerable difficulty in administrative mat- 
ters on account of the close proximity of the living, domestic and educa- 
tional departments. The amount spent for land, buildings and improve- 
ments is estimated at more than $700,000.

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OHIO PENITENTIARY. 
Preston E. Thomas, Warden. 

On October 15, 181 5, the Ohio Penitentiary received prisoner No. i. 
At that time the state prison was nothing more than a stockade and in 
a fevv years was superceded by a structure of the appearance of the aver- 
age jail of that period. This in a few years became too small to accom- 
modate the prison population and in 1834, what was known as the "West 
hall," was completed. 

This cell block was in constant use until Warden Thomas recently 
ordered it razed and its site is now occupied by a modern dormitory, the 
first to be installed in any State prison. It has accommodations for 120 
prisoners, aged men and "100 per cent, men," each of them provided witK 
a cot, small table, rocker and a locker. 

A modern steel block, equipped with running water and all sanitary 
features, stands where a stone cell block, erected in r86i, was torn down. 
Many other improvements have been made to bring the Ohio Penitentiary 
up to a point where it is now in better condition than ever. 

By action of the General Assembly a new penitentiary will be erected 
in the country, $250,000 having been appropriated to purchase a site. 
Condemnation proceedings have been started to secure a tract of about 
1,500 acres in Madison County, about two miles northeast of London 
and it also is hoped that another prison will be established in Athens, 
Hocking or Perry County, where brick will be manufactured for State 
highway purposes. 

The honor system has been developed by Warden Thomas to excel 
any similar system in the United States. Approximately 200 men, with 
a few months to life to serve, are working outside the prison walls, 
scattered in all parts of the State, at some points without guards. The 
work done by them has been of great value to the State, but of more 
value to the prisoners themselves, as the confidence thus placed in them 
enable them to gain strength morally to resist temptation and by self- 
restraint better fit themselves to again mingle with society. 

State-use factories have been installed to manufacture many goods 
that are disposed of to the various state and county institutions under a 
new law. These industries turn out underwear and hosiery, soap, mat- 
tresses, shirts, overalls, gloves, handkerchiefs, tinware, mill work — such 
as sash, doors, window frames, etc. The prison machine shop is equipped 
to do all repair work required by the state institutions. Besides these in- 
dustries, there is in process of installation a factory for the manufacture 
of woolen cloth, blankets, mops, etc. At the State stone quarry, which 
employs an average of 45 prisoners, a fine grade of lime stone for all 
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purposes is produced, part of which is turned into limestone fertilizer to 
be used on the farms of the state institutions. 

Many of the old buildings within the prison have been torn down. 
Out of some of these stone has been saved to build a fine two-story build- 
ing to be used as a school and Catholic chapel.

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OHIO STATE REFORMATORY. 
James A. Leonard, Superintendent 

In 1884 The General Assembly passed an act creating what was then 
known as the Intermediate Penitentiary. Later the title was changed to 
State Reformatory. The development of this institution was very slow 
on account of a very divided opinion as to its necessity. Because of its 
slow development, the first inmates were not received until 1896. Since 
that time the institution has shown its usefulness to such a marked de- 
gree that it has been considered a model for other states and even special 
commissions from other governments are now following the Ohio idea. 
The early distrust has been turned into commendation. There has been 
a gradual growth in the development of the institution farm, due to a very 
satisfactory system of trusties who do this work without armed guards, 
until the State now owns and has under cultivation about 750 acres. In 
this connection it is very interesting to state that out of more than 2,500 
men who have been thus trusted to work on the farm in one capacity or 
another since this plan was instituted, less than twenty-five have at- 
tempted to escape. Even if the operation of the farm were not profitable, 
this method of strengthening the will power of the young men in the con- 
trol of the institution would be worth more than it costs. 

On account of the abolishment of contract labor, early attention was 
given to the development of manufacturing industries. Thus far the 
work has been largely limited to manufacturing clothing and furniture 
and to printing. The market for these articles has been among the State 
institutions and departments. The inmates thus far have had plenty to 
do and, so far as can be seen, there will be no difficulty in providing 
ample employment in these special lines and others that may be de- 
veloped later. After an effort of several years an appropriation was 
secured for the centralization of the engineering department in a building 
adjoining the power house, but formerly used by the brush contractor. 
This centralization permits of the removal of the electrical plant from 
the basement of the main building, and freedom from danger because 
of the large high pressure steam line which entered therein. The total 
cost of land, buildings and improvements has been about $1,700,000.

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BOYS' INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 
Captain R. U. Hastings, Superintendent. 

The school is conducted for the industrial and educational training 
of juvenile delinquents. It was the pioneer of boys' schools of the Cot- 
tage Plan in America and was established in 1856. Liberal appropria- 
tions in the past have made it possible to develop a very nearly complete 
plant, which on November 15, 1913, inventoried $1,526,522.37, of which 
$1,398,595.00 was accounted for by lands, buildings and permanent im- 
provements. Of land there are about 1,230 acres, the greater part of 
which is very hilly. Though of little value for general farming, it is 
well adapted for fruit growing, and approximately 100 acres are set in 
orchards and small fruits. Liberal fertilization has developed nearly 300 
acres for garden and field crops. 

The school is blessed with an abundance of pure water and the 
climate is delightful ; the elevation insures comparative freedom from the 
blighting frosts and the heat of summer is made bearable by almost con- 
stant bree7es. 

The average population of the School is about eleven hundred and 
its sixteen cottages are filled to capacity. The number on parole is seven 
hundred. 

Thorough and comprehensive physical examinations and mentality 
tests are made on each arrival and various assignments made accordingly. 
While discipline is strict it is not repressive, and throughout the school, 
industrial and family life, the boy is induced to promote the very best 
there is in him. 

The kindly interest of all interested in child welfare work is solicited 
to encourage the boy on parole to persevere in the practices of industry 
and good behavior learned at the School. 

The entire cost for land, buildings and improvements has been es- 
timated at about $1,600,000.

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GIRLS' INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 
Mrs. Margaret E. McNamara, Chief Matron, 

This institution was opened in 1869 in buildings formerly used as a 
sanitarium. The site is on the west bank of the 'Scioto River, ten miles 
southwest pf Delaware, and four and one-half miles from Hyatts, the 
nearest railroad station. 

The premises consist of 189 acres, of which about 40 are under 
cultivation, a large portion of the tract is woodland. 

A number of new cottages have been built in the last several years. 
During the present year a new laundry has been built and cottages 3 and 
8 repaired. The new laundry will be one of the finest of any institution 
in the state and up-to-date in every particular, with four new washers 
and thirty new electric irons installed. 

There is a resident woman physician at this institution, as well as a 
competent staff of officers. Four parole officers place girls in homes 
and make monthly visits to them, while they are under the care of the 
state. A great number of the girls have homes provided for them. 

Under the present management of this institution corporal punish- 
ment has been absolutely abolished. 

More than 1,000 feet of new cement walk has been built during last 
fall; more will be built during the coming year; also new roads and 
driveways through the institution grounds. The grounds are being beau- 
tified in every way. 

The congestion of the cottages has been overcome by the remodeling 
and repairing of those above referred to, and each girl will have a separ- 
ate room and bed for her own use, excepting one cottage which is used 
for a dormitory and which seems to be giving entire satisfaction. This 
is the cottage remodeled during the past year and is now used for the 
returned girls. 

Total cost of land, buildings and improvements has been about 
$750,000.
